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THE BEAR’S ACTION 
ROUSES THE LION 


STILL HAVE HOPES. 


ENGLISH GOVERNMENT ON ITS 
METTLE. 


T he Stand 
Taken By Russia in the 
E ast Destroys the Balance of Power 
and Will Not be Permitted—Powers 
Must Intervene—Much Excitement 
in London. 
London, Oct. 26.—The dispatch from 
Shanghai announcing the departure of a 
fleet af nineteen Russian warships from 
Viadivestock for Chemulpo and Fusan, 
Corea, and the Times dispatch 
from 
Hong Kong announcing that Russia has 
obtained the right to anchor her fleet 
a t Port A rthur and construct railroads 
on 
the Liao-Tung peninsula 
have 
caused intense excitement in official 
circles here as well as in those having 
commercial relations with the far east. 
These most im portant statements are 
looked upon generally as being a sud­ 
den reopening in an unexpected quarter 
of the far eastern question in its widest 
sense. 
The Shanghai dispatch added that 
the Japanese fleet in Formosan waters 
had been recalled, that several British 
warships had been ordered to Corea and 
th at preparations for a struggle were 
visible on all sides. It is admitted here 
th at the situation presented is so grave 
•that, should the news prove true, it 
would make war, in which several na­ 
tions will take part, more than prob­ 
able. It should be added that there is 
every reason to believe that the story 
from Hong Kong is authentic, and all 
sources of information agree that the 
powers interested in the far east will 
Jflnd themselves confronted by a condi­ 
tion of seriousness which cannot be 
over-estimated. The papers of this city 
all publish long articles agreeing that 
British intervention in the far east is 
necessary. 
The S t James* Gazette says: “Even 
w ar with Russia would be less disas­ 
trous than to allow her, without a blow, 
% 
to get such a grip upon China. 
She 
could throttle all the other powers and 
choke off their commerce. Unless Rus­ 
sia and China give the necessary assur­ 
ances ft is a case for an ultimatum, and 
perhaps the most serious step our diplo­ 
macy has had since the Crimean war. 
The impression is general in the offi­ 
cial world, and it is re-echoed by the 
press, th at neither America nor Ger­ 
many ean allow the Pacific to become 
“a Fraaco-Russian lake,” as the Globe 
puts it, and it is generally, thought that 
the diplomats will be sufficiently strong 
to combine to resist Russian aggres 
aion. 
The Pall Mall Gazette sums up the 
startling news from the far east with 
the statem ent that “Russia has annexed 
China,** and in the course of a long arti­ 
cle on the subject adds: “If this treaty 
is to stand, roll up the map of Asia.” 
In conclusion, the Pall Mall Gazette 
urges the re-occupation of Port Ham­ 
ilton by the British and the immediate 
strengthening of the British fleet in 
Chinese waters, “lest Japan lose her 
fleet a t the first blow.’* 
Since this important news was circu­ 
lated the greatest activity has been dis­ 
played in the government offices here, 
particularly at the foreign office and at 
the admiralty, and the coming and go­ 
ing of messengers was continuous 
throughout the morning.

Government of British Guiana 
Chamberlain's Advice. 
W ashington, Oct. 26.—The state de­ 
partm ent is in possession of the full 
text of the dispatches sent by Joseph 
Chamberlain, secretary of state for the 
colonies in the British cabinet, to Sir 
Charles Lees, 
governor general of 
British 
Guiana, 
concerning 
the 
strengthening of the frontier, the in­ 
crease of police, and the purchase of 
Maxim guns in the British Guiana ter­ 
ritory. The department has been fur­ 
nished also with the detailed action of 
the high council of British Guiana upon 
the 
recommendations 
of

Chamberlain. The proceedings give 
the full resolution offered by the gov­ 
ernor general for the purchase of a 
Maxim gun and ammunition, uniforms, 
arms and accoutrements. They also 
make the surprising disclosure that the 
high council of British Guiana, after its 
members had severely arraigned Minis­ 
ter Chamberlain for his precipitate ac­ 
tion in recommending Maxim guns, de­

New York, Oct. 26.—R. G. Dun Sc Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade, says: 
“Ten days ago gold exports seemed 
near. 
But the break in cotton which 
then began ripened on Monday into a 
collapse sufficient to justify the hope of 
a free movement. 
Hides have also 
dropped sharply at Chicago. 
Leather 
is weaker, and the adjustment of prices 
to real instead of imaginary conditions 
progresses 
rapidly. 
Already 
lower 
prices in iron have brought out some 
important contracts. 
Money markets 
cause remarkably little trouble. Cooler 
weather has generally helped the retail 
trade, and with increased consumption 
by the millions the way will be clear 
for better business. 
Already payments 
through clearing-houses closely ap­ 
proach for October those of the best 
year in history, though 
reflecting in 
part past transactions, and new orders 
are still much needed by the great in­ 
dustries. 
“Cotton exports improved but little, 
because foreign stocks are so large, and 
the lower prices give more confidence 
to mills, which feared to purchase and 
manufacture when decline was reason­ 
ably expected. 
“W heat has risen 3 cents 
for the 
week, although W estern receipts, 7,977,- 
066 bushels, for the week, against 5,059,- 
787 last year, continue unusually large, 
and Atlantic exports, including flour, 
1,176,117 bushels for the week, against 
1,856,934 last year, and 
four 
weeks, 
5,734.572 bushels, against 9,198,046 last 
year, show plainly a slack demand from 
abroad. Nobody can give a reason for 
higher corn, and pork declines 25 cents, 
lard 1-16 and hogs IO cents 
per IOO 
pounds. 
“Bessemer pig advanced, but finished 
products on the 
whole declined 
as 
much, other iron not rising. Rails to 
Oct. I, 
570,000 tons delivered and 708,- 
000 tons sold, made a pitiful record. 
W hether tin plate works will take 300,- 
000,000 pounds steel this year, as the 
| latest official report indicates, will de­ 
pend on prices, and sales of coke below 
the latest established price are noticed, 
with the largest production on record. 
“Textile manufacturers have been for 
the moment disturbed rather than 
helped by the decline in cotton, because 
it checks buying of some fabrics with 
lower prices for print cloths and pros­ 
pects of lower prices for other goods 
The demand for worsteds and dress 
goods is encouraging, while in woolen 
goods the situation does not improve. 
Renewed orders are moderate, and 
men’s goods are easy to buy at previous 
quotations.

They 
are burning furiously on both sides of 
the Green Bay, Winona, and St. Paul 
track, from Oneida, for a distance of 
thirty miles west. 
Many stacks of 
hay and a number of barns i_i the 
neighborhood of Seymour have been 
burned. 
At New London the ties on 
the railroad are frequently set on fire 
and large forces of men are constantly 
employed in watching the bridges and 
culverts. 
■Berlin, Wis., O ct.' 261—An. under­ 
ground fire, which has been burning in 
a marsh four miles north of this city, 
broke oat afresh yesterday 
and 
the 
flames were carried into the woods by 
the high wind which has prevailed. 
By hard work on the part of the farm ­ 
ers and help from the city the fire was 
put under control. 
If high 
winds 
spring up again the fire will caufee con­ 
siderable damage, as several large 
farms are in its path. The damage al­ 
ready done is confined to marsh and 
timber. 
Messages have been received 
here from north and west of Berlin, 
calling for men, teams and plows, to 
come and help fight the forest fires, 
which are raging within two miles of 
the city. 
Institution Was Insolvent. 
W ashburn, Wis., Oct. 26.—A 
war­ 
ran t was issued yesterday for the arrest 
of A. C. Probort, president of the Bank 
of W ashburn, charged with receiving 
money on deposit when he knew the 
bank to be insolvent, The w arrant was 
issued on complaint of Town Treasurer 
P. J. Pederson, charging Probort with 
receiving on July IO $1,500 on deposit 
in the bank when he knew It to be in­ 
solvent 
There is in the bank to the 
credit of the town $21,489, and a few 
days ago Mr. Pederson made a formal 
demand for the amount, but was re­ 
fused. Affairs are in a serious condi­ 
tion and the citizens are Indignant 
over Mr. Probort’s actions. An exam­ 
ination of the bank was made Oct. 23 
by State Examiner E. L. Kidd, who, 
it is said, found its financial condition 
in a deplorable state.

Illinois Farmers Indignant at the Law’s 
Delay. 
PekiD, 111., Oct. 26.—Albert Wallace 
was to have been hanged here yester­ 
day for the murder of his sister, Belle 
Bowlby, in Tazewell county last spring. 
The Supreme court granted him a su­ 
persedeas 
Tuesday on a technicality 
about the time of his sentence, and the 
execution was postponed. 
There was 
a great crowd in town all day, and more 
people are coming in as the result of 
the reports taken back to the country of 
the postponement of Wallace’s punish­ 
ment. 
In several districts 
of 
the 
county school was dismissed for the 
day. When it was learned that the ex­ 
ecution would not take place and that 
the delay was based on a technicality 
the old talk of lynching was revived. 
Wallace murdered his sister and ser­ 
iously wounded her husband and a farm 
hand because of some 
trouble over 
property. The point on which the super­ 
sedeas was granted was that the law 
required that the hanging be not more 
than twenty-five days after the sen­ 
tence, while Judge Green inadvertently 
fixed upon a date twenty-seven days 
after the passing of the sentence.

SPAIN AND ENGLAND. 


Secret Compact Said to Exist Between 
the Two Countries. 
Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 26.—Th© 
member of the Cuban junta now in the 
Northwest yesterday declared that there 
was a secret compact between Spain 
and England, which accounted for th© 
seizures of filibustering expeditions in 
the Bahama islands, by which Spain is 
to torn over the Isle de Pines, at the 
southwestern end of Cuba, to England, 
in return for England’s promise to pre­ 
vent the fitting out of expeditions from 
her W est India dependencies. The Isle 
de Pines would give England an im­ 
mensely valuable naval station, com­ 
manding the only channel to the Nica­ 
raguan canal, not now controlled by 
England. He also asserts that Cuba 
will soon have a modern navy of five 
vessels, under command of Admiral de 
Mello, the Brazilian sailor. Two ships 
are to come from Brazil and one from 
Chili. He admits that an effort is soon 
to be made to float an issue of $20,000,- 
OOO of Cuban bonds.
